The President’s message vetoirg the 
census bill as read just before adjourn- 
ment in the House. Its reading was 
held up several hours for fear that dis- 
cussion of it might jeopardize the pass- 
age of a number of private bills which 
were entitled to consideration under 
special order. The Preisdent in his 
veto message strongly condemned the 
spoils system. 



Will Ride in Auto. 

When Mr. Taft bceomes President 
he will ride in an automobile furnished 
by the Government. The question 
was settled Saturday by the adoption 
by the Senate of the report of the con- 
ferees on the urgent deficiency bill, 
which carries an item ot $12,000 for 
the “purchase, care and maintenance 
of automobiles for the use of the Pres- 
ident." The appropriation of $500,000 
to enable the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to continue his campaign against 
the foot and mouth disease, was re- 
duced to $150,000 and adopted.
